GW PROFESSOR JUDITH PLOTZ RECEIVES FULBRIGHT GRANT TO 
RESEARCH ENGLISH LANGUAGE LITERATURE IN INDIA 

Washington, D.C. -- The J. William Fulbright Foreign 
Scholarship Board and the United States Information Agency (USIA) 
announced recently that The George Washington University 
Professor Judith Plotz has been awarded a Fulbright grant to 
research English language literature in India. 

Plotz received her Ph.D. in English from Harvard University, 
M.A. from Griton College in Cambridge and B.A., summa cum laude, 
from P.adcliffe College. She was a teaching fellow at Harvard from 
19-T2-S5 and the recipient of academic honors such as Phi Beta 
Kappa, a Marshall Scholarship to Griton College and an AAUW 
Fellowship for Research in English. Since 1965, Plotz has taught 
English at The Geox-ge Washington University, where she received 
the Columbian College Dean's Teaching Excellence Award in 1991 
and chaired the department of English from 1991-1994. 

Her current work for an article on Indian nationality and 
the contemporary Indo-Anglian novel reflects her attention to the 
convergence of Indian culture and English literature. "Some time 
ago, when teaching a number of Indian graduate students," said 
Plotz, "I became interested in the conditions that produced such 
brilliant scholars of English literature...it's odd that a 
culture so different from English would take to it." 

From January until early May, Plotz will research this issue 
at the Jawaharlal Nehru University in New Delhi, before she 
resumes teaching at GW next fall. 

Plotz is one of approximately 2,000 U.S. grantees who will 
travel abroad for the 1994-95 academic year under the Fulbright 
Program. Established in 1946 under Congressional legislation

introduced by former Senator J. William Fulbright of Arkansas, 
the program is designed "to increase mutual understanding between 
people of the United States and people of other countries." 

Under the Fulbright Program, some 5,000 grants are awarded 
each year to American students, teachers and scholars to study, 
teach and conduct research around the world, and to foreign 
nationals to engage in similar activities in the United States. 
Individuals are selected on the basis of academic and 
professional qualifications, plus their ability and willingness 
to share ideas and experiences with people of diverse cultures. 

More than 195,000 "Fulbrighters" -- over 70,000 from the 
United States and 125,000 from abroad -- have participated in the 
program since it began. 

The program is administered by the U.S. Information Agency 
under policy guidelines established by the presidentially 
appointed J. William Fulbright Foreign Scholarship Board and in 
cooperation with a number of private organizations. Scholarships 
are awarded through open competition, with final selections made 
by the Foreign Scholarship Board. Thirty-seven foreign 
governments share in the funding of these exchanges.

PAUL SIMON AND WILLIAM GALSTON TO KEYNOTE 
TEACH FOR AMERICA ALUMNI SUMMIT JAN. 13-15 AT GW 

Participants in Unique National Program Providing Teachers 
For Underserved Areas to Discuss 
Educational Equity in America 

Washington, D.C. — Hundreds of young teachers will converge 

on The George Washington University's Marvin Center (800 21st 
Street, NW) the weekend of January 13th to 15th, as GW hosts the 
first major gathering of people who have participated in Teach for 
America. 

Alumni of the widely-recognized program will join education, 
service and public policy experts at the summit, designed to assess 
the long-term impact that Teach for America has had on people who 
have participated. Speakers will include Sen. Paul Simon (D-IL), 
who will speak at the welcome reception on Friday, January 13th at 
6:30 p.m.; and William A. Galston, domestic policy advisor to 
President Clinton, a scheduled panelist in an education reform 
symposium on Saturday, January 14th at 3:30 p.m. In addition, there 
will be appearances during the summit by a number of young leaders 
who have founded organizations dedicated to the improvement of 
America's communities, including City Year founder Alan Khazei. 

Teach for America was founded five years ago by a Princeton 
University senior who proposed the idea in a thesis. The nonprofit 
group recruits America's best and brightest and places them in 
urban and rural public schools that have suffered from teacher 
shortages. Participants commit to spending at least two years as 
teachers. 

Most of the individuals accepted into the program are liberal 
arts majors who had not previously considered teaching as a career. 
Since the program was created, more than 15,000 college students 
have applied for 2,800 slots in 17 geographic areas across the 
United States. Teach for America alumni from more than 100 cities 
in 27 states will attend the summit. 

In the summer of 1994, Teach for America became part of 
AmeriCorps, President Clinton's new initiative that engages 
thousands of Americans in improving communities across the nation.

GW HEALTH CARE ECONOMIST WARREN GREENBERG TO LECTORS IN ISRAEL 
ON MANAGED CARE COMPETITION AND ANTI-TRUST ISSUES 

Warren Greenberg, Ph.D., is professor of health economics at 
The George Washington University and professor of health care 
sciences at GW's School of Medicine. Since 1991, he has been 
senior fellow at the University's Center for Health Policy 
Research and, since 1986, faculty associate in public policy for 
the Columbian College and Graduate School of Arts and Sciences. 

This January, he travels to Israel to lecture on health care 
competition and anti-trust issues in managed care. "Israel is of 
interest in that it had the world's first managed care plan," 

said Greenberg. But from the singular managed care plan that 
dominated health care since 1911, Israel has moved to a new 
system passed in January 1995 that includes four plans. 

"Under the new health care law," said Greenberg, "they run 
the risk of anti-competitive behavior and would like to hear how 
the U.S. tries to curb conduct with anti-trust laws. They don't 
have anti-trust in Israel and, as in any industry, they are in 
danger of one firm fixing prices and cornering the market. They 
would like to understand the implications of that." 

Greenberg is an expert on health care economics; insurance; 
antitrust and competition; and regulation and rationing. He has 
also published reviews of President Clinton's health care 
proposals and, recently, testified as expert witness in the 
precedent-setting Blue Cross/Blue Shield United of Wisconsin v. 
Marshfield Clinic anti-trust case.

Greenberg has written extensively on health care issues. 
Recent books include "Response to AIDS: Case Studies of HMO's 
Insurers and Employers" (1989) and "Competition, Regulation and 
Rationing in Health Care" (1991). His articles have appeared in 
publications such as The New England Journal of Medicine, The New 
York Times, The Washington Post, Journal of Health Politics, 
Policy and Law, Health Services Research, Behavioral Science, 
Journal of Community Health, Social Science and Medicine and 
Business and Health. 

A frequent speaker at professional meetings, Greenberg has
